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PREFACE. 


HE world is in a manner agreed about the uſefulneſs 
of Claſſical Authors for forming a juſt taſte both of 
e and tile, --- Perhaps the truth of this obſerva- 
tion would ſtrike Young Gentlemen more ſenſibly and raiſe 
in them a ſpirit of more induſtrious application to their ſtu- 
dies, if the ſubjeCt-matter treated of in thoſe Authors was 
now and then brought home to and enforc'd upon their ap- 
prehenſions. The occurrencies in civil life afford frequent 
occaſions of doing this; and paſſages may from time to time 
be ſelected ſufficient to illuſtrate by their ſimilitude what 
every man both ſees and feels: And if they are pertinent 
and well work'd up, the ſhortneſs of them ought to be no 
objection; ſince thereby they will neither burden the poc- 
ket, nor overcharge the attention. 
In this view the Reader is here preſented with ſome ex- 
tracts, the much greater part of which is not in the com- 
mon Edition of Cicero's Orations. 
By way of argument it may be proper to premiſe thus 
much, that, 

Soon after the death of *alin Ceſar, M. Antonius, a ſol- 
dier and favourite of his, found himſelf prompted both by 
his Ambition and Expenſiveneſs to form a ſcheme of ſuc- 
ceeding Him in his Sovereign Dominion, and in the op- 
preſſion of his Country's liberty : This he conducted with 
ſurprizing vigour and addreſs, 

D. Brutus, a man of large fortune, and e one who, having 
been highly favour'd by Caſar, was regarded with vanicular 
abhorrence by the enemies of liberty for the ſhare he took in 
Czſar's Aſſaſſination, exerted himſelf to the utmoſt to defeat 
the ſchemes of M. 3 --- He had been nominated by

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J. Cæſar to the Government of Gallia Ciſalpina: To this he 
retir*d ſoon after the death of Cſar, and declared hoſtilities 
againſt M, Antonius by forbidding him entrance into it. But 


finding himſelf unable to oppoſe Antonius in the field, he 


threw himſelf with all his forces into the ſtrong Town of 


 Mutina, which was thereupon beſieged by Antonius. An 
Embaſly was appointed to carry to him the peremptory com- 


mands of the Senate to quit the ſiege of Mutina, and to de- 


fiſt from all hoſtilities: The perſons nominared thereunto 
were S. Sulpicius, L. Piſo, and L. Philippus. Ser. Sulpicius 
was at that time in a very declining ſtate of health, and 


died when they were juſt arrived at Antoniuss camp. Soon 
after, Panſa, one of the Conſuls, called the Senate together 
to deliberate on ſome proper honours to be decreed to the 
memory of S. Sulpicius: He adviſed to pay him all the ho- 
nours, which had ever been decreed to any, who had loſt 
their lives in the ſervice of their Country; a publick funeral, 
ſepulchre, and ſtatue: In this motion he was ſupported by 
Cicero (Phil. 9.) and in this reſolution the Senate concurred, 


D. Brutus, who continu'd near four months beſieged in 
| Mutina, was reduced to great ſtraits, but defended it with : 


the greateſt reſolution. Hirtius, one of the Conſuls, had al- 


ready march'd to his relief at the head of a brave army, and 


particularly of the Martial and Fourth Legions, which were 


eſteemed the flower and ſtrength of the whole. Ofavius 


Czſar had the year before been very active in ſolliciting his 
uncle Jul. Ceſar's ſoldiers into his ſervice, and had drawn 


together a firm and regular army of Veterans completely 


furniſhed with all neceſſaries for preſent ſervice. The com- 
mand of which was afterwards aſſign'd to him by authority 


of the Senate, upon condition that he ſhould employ all 


his forces in defence of the common liberty, and particu- 


larly of D. Brutus and his Accomplices. Accordingly he 
join'd his forces to thoſe of Hirtius; and not long after, the 


other Conſul Panſa ſet out to join them with his new raiſed 
army, conſiſting of four Legions. But when he was ad- 
vanced Within a few miles of Hirtius's camp, Antonius pri- 


vately drew out ſome of his beſt troops with deſign to ſur- 
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prize him on the road before that union, and to draw him, 
if poſſible, to an engagement againſt his will. Upon which 
a general action enſu'd, wherein Autonius loſt the greateſt 
part of his Veteran troops, two Eagles, and ſixty ſtandards ; 
but however he regain'd his Camp, hoping to make bim- 
ſelf maſter of Mutize, as the place was reduced to great ex- 
tremity, and his works ſeem'd ſtrong enough to prevent 
any relief being thrown into it. But Hirtius and Octavius 
attack'd him in his intrenchments and forc'd him to a ge- 
neral battle, wherein he was at length defeated and the 
place relieved, 
Sser. Galbs, one of the Conſpirators againſt Cæſar, gave 
Cicero a particular account of the firſt Action, Ep. Fam. X. 30. 
Other Letters alſo arrived ſeverally from the two Conſuls 
and Octavius, which raiſed an incredible joy at Rome; and 
the day following, the Senate being ſummon'd by Cornutus, 
the Prætor, to deliberate upon the Letters of the Conſuls 
and o Suisse, Cicero delivered his Opinion as it ſtands in the 
fourteenth Philippick, which was ratified by the Senate.
